All the 
bodies were recovered, and, as none 
was btirnnd, the conclusion

The ox- 
plosion did not Injure the shaft, which 
was a new one, and the flro that fol- 
lowed was put out before It did much 
damage. The sound of tho explosion 
was heard above ground, and rescuers 
were a work promptly.
